So died Chicago's hero. whose tragic fate and 
the hot fight in which he fell are aptly selected as 
tho subjects of the other bas-reliefs of this monu- 
ment. The bronze group which crowns it is an 
epitome of the whole struggle, revealing its des- 
perate character, the kind of foemen whom our 
soldiers had to meet, and their mode of warfare, 
their merciless treatment of women and children, 
and setting forth the one touch of romance in the 
grim record of the Chicago massacre. It illus- 
trates the moment when the young wife of Lieut. 
Helm, second in command of the fort, was at- 
tacked by an iudian lad. who struck 
her on the shoulder with a tomahawk. 
To prevent him from using his weapons 
she seized him around the neck and 
strove to get possession of the seal ping-knife 
which hungina scabbard over his breast. In 
the midst of the struggle she was ragged from 
the grasp of her assailant by an older Indian. 
He bore her to the lake and plunged her into the 
waves; but she quickly perceived that his object 
was not to drown her, as he held her head above 
water. Gazing intently at him she soon recog- 
nized, in spite of the paint with which he was 
disguised; the whilom friend of the whites, Biack 
Partridge, who saved her from further harm and 
restored her to her friends.

Exposition Officials Resolve to Leave to the 


Council Committee the Arrangements 
for the Celebration in the Afternoon 
Col. McClure Cannot Deliver the Ora- 
tion—Exercises May Take Place on the 
West Front of Administration Building 
Gov. Altgeld to Invite All States. 
Fourth of July will be People’s day” at 
Jackson Park. It was decided yesterday that 
all the arrangements for the afternoon’s pro- 
gram should be left in the hands of Ald. 
Madden and his colleagues of the Council 
committee. The Exposition officials will 
simply do their best to carry out the plan pro- 
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Fourth, however, the Exposition company 
will provide the magnificent display of fire- 
works, of which the program has already been 
printed in Taz Trrevune. 

Ald. Madden, Chairman of the Municipal 
Fourth of July Celebration committee, 
World’s Fair Commissioner Woodside of 


Pennsylvania, and W. O. McDowell of Phila- 


delphia, representing the Human Freedom 
League, called yesterday at the Administra- 
tion Building for the purpose of holding a 
consultation with the Council of Administra- 
tion as to the details of the celebration. They 
were referred by the council, however, to Di- 
rector of Works Burnham, who is given full 
power to act in the premises. He in turn has 
assigned the duty of making arrangements to 
Frank Millet, and it was accordingly with 
that official that the committee discussed de- 
tails yesterday. After the consultation Mr, 
Millet said that the program as already print- 
ed would be carried out almost in its entirety. 
Col. McClure of Philadelphia, who was expect- 
ed to.make the oration of the day, has writ- 


ten that he will be unable to do so, and conse- 
quently the committee is now at work to se- 


cure another orator. 

Mr. Millet is of the opinion that many more 
people can get within hearing and seeing dis- 
tance if the exercises are held on the plaza 


west of the Administration Building instead 


of on the east side, and will therefore recom- 
mend that the platforms for the Liberty Bell 
and the speakers be erected there. Ald. Mad- 
den asked yesterday that a special flagstaff be 
raised for the banner of the Human Freedom 
League, which consists of the national flag on 
a field of white. He also wishes another staff 
from which may float the original flag of the 
United States. This flag is now owned by a 
resident of Cottage City, Mass., and will be 
Drought to Chicago as one of the honored 
features of the great Liberty Bell day celebra- 
tion. 

It is Ald. Madden’s intention to write Gov. 
Altgeld and ask him to issue a 
proclamation inviting the other States 
of the Union to participate in the 
great event. He will also ask the Gov- 
ernor to issue an order requesting the IIli- 
nois National Guard to take part in the big 
parade ftom Washington Park to the Fair 
grounds. Another matter that will be looked 
after, and one that will have much to do with 
the success of the movement, is to get the 
railroad companies to reduce the rate of 
fare to the minimum for the occasion. 
It has been the custom of the 
Western roads to make a rate of one 
fare for both ways for Fourth of July 
celebrations, but it is hoped that they will 
even do better than this on this occasion. 


BURNHAM SHARPENING HIS AX, 


Immediate Reduction of His Force of Em- 
ployes Will Be Made. 


That great army employed by Director of 
Works Burnham is to be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

Tun Governor has signed a bill to amend 
the Australian ballot law by requiring that 
one booth be provided fur every seventy-five 
instead of every 100 voters.

TWENTY-FIVE cunts ON THE 8 PEOPLE'S 


DAY. 


The Chicago Record was and is opposed to 


the action-of the directors in opening the Fair 
Sunday. Since they have opened it, however, 
for the avdwed purpose of. benefiting the 
workingman the Record justly insists that— 
They now establish a workingman's rate of ad- 
mission Sunday. Mere talk of love for the labor- 
ing people, when coupled with the proffer of a 
Sunday show that is decidedly inferior to the 
week-day exhibition without reduction in price, 
offers absolutely no sign of regard for the masses. 


If there is anything in the claim that a Sunday | 
Fair is for working people the authorities should 
hasten to prove it by establishing u 25-cent rate 


for Sunday admissions. 

If the management hopes to make the public 
think that a Sunday Fair is for the benefit of 
those of small means it must make the admis- 
sion fee 25 conts on that day. 

This is logieal. As the Fair is to be open 


‘Sundays for the benefit of those persons, 


chiefly workingmen, who cannot go on week 
days, the rates ought to be such on some Sun- 
days that it will be within the means of every 
workingman to go if he wants to. This is so 
manifest a proposition that no one has any 
right to charge either the Mayor or the Coun- 
cil with traveling outside their jurisdiction 
and meddling with matters which do not con- 
cern them if they call the attention of the di- 
rectors to the subject. Since the people of 
this city gave by their votes five millions to 
the Fair and since the Mayor and Aldermen 
are the official ‘spokesmen of those people, it 
is astonishing if the latter cannot through 
their representatives ask that on a few days in 
four months the price of admission shall be so 
low that the poorest among them may see the 
Fair he voted to tax himself to aid. 

It is said by some timid souls that a peo- 
ple’s day means a loss of money. The only 
way to settle that point is to try the experi- 
ment, Open the Fair for 25 cents on the first 
Sunday in July. The paid attendance last 
Sunday was 60,000, which means $380,000. 
Supposing no more were on the grounds on a 
25-cent Sunday. Then—as the expenses are 
no larger, though the entrance fee is smaller 
the loss would be $15,000. This would not 
mean bankruptcy. More money has been 
spent on some unsuccessful experiments. 

But supposing the 25-cent Sunday attend- 
unce were to be 120,000, or double the 50- 
cent attendance. Then the gate receipts 
would be $80,000 and the expenses would be 
no larger than with 60.000 present, while the 
incidental reecipts through the contession- 
holders would be about doubled, for the larger 
crowd would spend much more on the grounds 
than the smaller one. It would patronize the 
Midway Plaisance more ani use the launches 
and the intramural railroad more. 

If an experimental 25-cent Sunday did not 
draw those who cannot pay 50 cents and 
should prove the project to be a failure the 
directors could abandon it, having lost only 
615,000 at the outside, But if the result 
were to add to the total receipts and at the 
same time to enable those to see the Fair who 
cannot pay 50 cents to do so, then the direct- 
ors could take pride in having combined gen- 
érosity to others with gain to themselves. 

So as the loss will be small if the experi- 
ment does not succeed, while the gain will be 
great frop every point of view if it does, the 

directors should throw open the gates a week 
from Sunday at 25 cents. If they will vote to 
do it the Council of Administration will con- 
cur. Judge Massey, one of the members, 
says that he believes the council will be unani- 
mous in agreeing to the change. He thinks it 
should be made, for it will be a material 
assistance te the poor in seeing the Exposi- 
tion.“ Gen. St, Clair, another member, is 
confident that the admission fee Sunday week 
will be but 26 cents. The directors must take 
the initiative and they should lose no time in 
doing 80. 
ONE CAUSE OF THE FINANCIAL TROUBLE. 

It is the opinion of ex-Senator Edmunds of 
Vermont, as stated in yesterday's Trreune, 
that one of the causes of the present unsatis- 
factory financial condition of the country is 
the change from a Republican toa Demo- 
cratic administration, and that another is the 
curious policy which has been pursued by the 
President since he was inaugurated. 

Mr. Edmunds is unguestionably correct in 
his assertion that the first great shock was 
given to public confidence when the election 


was over, and people came to understand that 


the result meant something more than the de- 
feat of Mr. Harrison and the victory of Mr. 
Cleveland—that it meant a change in policies, 
and that if the Democrats lived up to their 
platform, as they were in honor bound to, the 
tariff would be revised so as to become a 
purely revenue instead of a protective one, 
while by the removal of the tax on the notes 
of State banks that kind of currency, which 
had been such a curse from 1812 to 1861, 


would be revived. 


It is certain that when manufacturers, bank- 
ers, and business-men of all classes begin to 
reflect on the consequences of the iritroduc- 
tion of Democratic policies they made up 
their minds that the wisest thing for them to 
do was to keep as near shore as possible, 
Unable to tell exactly what would. be done, or 
when it would be done, but conscious that the 
future was fraught with dangers, they began 
to adopt precautionary measures to protect 
themselves. Manufacturers made fewer goods, 
merchants made smaller purchases, and bank- 
ers were more timid about their loans.

THE SUPREME HEAD OF THE FAIR. 

The management of affairs at the Exposi- 
tion has been simplified by a concentration of 
authority in a supreme head, The adoption 
of the report of its Executive committee by 
the directors places absolute authority in the 
hands of the Couseil of Administration, com- 
posed of President Higinbotham and Charles 
H. Schwab, representing the directors, and 
Gen. St. Clair and George V. Massey, Frepre- 
senting the National Commission. Director- 
General Davis will be the chief executiite of- 
ficer of the council, and by virtue of his new 
position Director-General-of the whole Expo- 
sition, and Director of Works Burnham his 
assistant. Genu. Davis will report to the coun- 
eil and receive instructions from them, and 
Director Burnham will see that they are car- 
ried out. 

By the adoption of this report the Ceuncil 
of Administration will have absolute authority 
over all matters of administration except such 
as fall within the province of the Executive, 
Finance, and Legislative committees, though 
these committees in all cases will have their 
instructions and orders carried out by the 
Council of Administration, which in turm will 
submit its action to the Board of Directors for 
its formal approval. All other committe®s are 
abolished. The useless Bureau of Admigsions 
and Collections also is dispensed with, abd re- 


ports will be made by the heads of thebe de- 


partments directly to the council. Thus the 
administration of the Fair is freed from nu- 
merous committees and bureaus, whose oper- 
ations only tended to delay and com pficate 
business, and the governing power is relieved 
of the danger of friction and interference 
which was always liable to occur owing t the 
uncertainty as to the sourge of authé@rity. 
Better still, the new policy fixes responsibility. 
Every officer and employé of the 
Fair now knows that he is responsi- 
ble to the Council of Administration 
and that his superior officers are Direc- 
tor-General Davis and Director Burnham. 
The outcome of it all will be not only that 
the administration of the Fair will move along 
more smoothly and harmoniously. but that the 
Exposition will be managed with increased 
saving of time and money. 

Now that there is one head to the Fair in- 
stead ef several there is no reason why there 
should be any further friction. or misumder- 
standings. If anything of the kind should 
arise it can be settled at once by the council, 
and its energetic representatives, the Dire¢tor- 
General and his assistant, will see to it that its 
instructions are formulated and deciared with- 
out any delay. It now will be smooth sailing 
‘in the White City. 
General Davis. Its Commissioners are. the 
members of the council, Its public works 
and police force is Director Burnham. With 
such officials at the head of affairs the public 
will feel satisfied no mistakes will be made. 


JUDGE GARY’SPLACE WANTED. 

The Legislature passed a bill providing fot 
six moré Judges in this county to be eletted 
this fall. The junior Democratic organ says 
that no proposition that some of them be 
given to the Republicans can be entertained. 
No one supposed that it would be. The bill 
was passed for the purpose of giving six Dem- 
ocratic lawyers official positions. No Demo- 
cratic convention, meeting in a county which 
gave a 80,000 Democratic majority at the 
last election, would surrender three office or 
one office to the opposing party. It cd@uld 
not be bulldozed into doing so. Self-denial 


is not a Democratic virtue where offices are 


concerned.

Judge Gary’s term 
expires this fall and he, too, must go. The 
paper praises and sentences him in one breath 
thus: !

The persistent resolve of the Western roads 
to maintain high rates of transportation to 
and from the World’s Fair is disgraceful. 
Their managers are willing to make attractive 
terms for excursions of minor and compara- 
tively local ingerest, but for the Fair, which 
commands the attention of the whole people, 
they insist on the pound of flesh,“ ani will 
not make the least concession to the phpular 
desire to visit the grand display, The policy 
is all the more diecreditable asa few strong 
lines are making a good profit out of extra 
business, while the great majority are carry- 


ing but a sparse number, and feel that the 
position is indefensible, but are held in check 


by the others. 


It is reported that the weaker lines, tarming 


the majority, are losing both prestige and 


business, and acutely feel the fact, but are, 


afraid to assert independence in this tespect 
lest they should be punished by loss of con- 
necting business after the Fair is over, The 
managers of these weak lines know’ better 
than an outsider how much power ‘tan be 
wielded by the others, but surely they are mis- 
taken in supposing it would be used tp their 
great detriment to punish them for taking a 
stand in the interest of the people. For it is 
highly probable that any such punitive action 
would be resented by those in whose interest 
the offenders had dared to oppose the will of 
the despots. The latter must feel this so

out proper exertion. The Western railroad 
that will make the first break in this matter 
will gain golden opinions and substantial re- 
ward. Those which hang out till the last may 
gain an increase of business during the later 
months of the Fair, but their dog in the 
manger policy will be remembered against 
them, and the temper of the American people 
is misunderstood if it ddes not afterwards 
manifest itself ina way that will prove the 
obstreperous onés to have been in the wrong. 
Who will be the first to step out from the 
wavering line and lead in the movement for 
reasonable rates to the masses of residents in 
the Western States who wish to visit the 
World’s Fair? 


SUNDAY SERVICES AT THE FAIR. 

In spite of thé many harsh things which 
some of the advocates of Sunday-closing have 
said about the World’s Fair Directors the lat- 
ter bear no mali¢e. They want to be at peace 
with all men. Therefore they have held out 
the olive branch by making arrangements for 
religious services to be held at Jackson Park 
Sundays. It was intended at one time to hold 
them in the forenoon. Then the directors re- 
fected that were that done the services at the 
city churches might be interfered with, es- 
pecially if those who preached at Jackson 
Park were men of note whom Chicago church- 
goers would be anxious to hear. Therefore 
it has been decided that the religious exercises 
at the Exposition shall be held in the after- 
noon, so that those who choose may go to 


church up-town in the morning and at the- 


park in the afternoon. 

It the weather is not pleasant services will 
be held in Festival Hall, which seats 4,500 
persons. If pleasant they will be held on Ad- 
ministration plaza, where the size of the 
audience will be limited to the capacity of the 
voice of the speaker. A man with good throat 
and lungs could hold the attention of many 
thousands. Should the attendance be as large 
as the directors hape it will be there is no 


reason why services should not be held at 


many points—that while Robert Collyer is 
talking at one, Talmuge may be doing so at 
another, and the Rév. Charles Spurgeon at 
another. They are among those who are 
to be invited. 

If the Sunday-closers are wise they will avail 
themselves of this opportunity to capture the 
Fair, 
conduct these meetings in order to reach peo- 


ple many of whom iey will be unable to 


reach otherwise. It Was not the custom of 
Wesley, Whitefield, and others to wait for the 
people to come to them, espetially when they 
knew they would not come. They went where 
the people were and talked to them there, 
Those ministers who have opposed the open- 
ing of the Faig@ Sundays follow their 
example, It was opened against their wishes. 
Being opened it will draw great crowds. As 
the directors have provided) the means by 


which those crowds can be reached the minis- 


ters should utilize those meéaiis so that good 
may come out of what theg consider evil even 
as honey came out of the cardase of the lion. 


The greater the atténdancéd at the Fair the 


larger the audiences the preachers will have 
and the greater the opportunities for doing 
good. The proposition of thedirectors should 
be indorsed warinly by the Chicago ministers, 
each of whom should be pleased to get a 


chance to talk to thousands who need their 


exhortations, but who have not been in the 
habit of attending their churches. 


COME TO CHICAGO AND COOL OFF. 

New York is having the hottest June 
weather it has kriown for twenty years. Tues- 
day the thermometer ranged from 96° to 100°, 
and the high température was the more in- 
supportable because of the moisture. The 
city was much like a steam laundry on a 
grand scale. The people stewed and suffered. 
Fifteen were overcome by the heat and two 
died. As June is warmer than usual, July 
and August will be so likewise, and the one 
fervent prayer of every New-WYorker will be to 
get out of the city as soon as possible and stay 
away as long as he can. 

Happily there is a city of refuge whose gates 
are open to them. Thereis one place where 
they can combine coolness and comfort with 
sight-seeing and instruction. That city is 
Chicago. That place is Jackson Park, swept 
by the-fresh breezes from the lake, filled with 
buildings containing the artistic and manu- 
facturing treasures of the wotld. Near by are 
comfortable hotels and boarding-houses, 
where New-Yorkers can live better and more 
cheaply than at home. Evidently the only 
solution of the sultry and stifling problem 
which is now confronting New-Yorkers is to 
fly to Chicago and settle down in the green 
pastures of Jackson Park beside the cool 
waters of Lake Michigan. 

The hard hearts of the railroad managers 
have been touched at last anil they are getting 
ready to let the people go out of the hot city 
by reducing the rates to the Fair. The gen- 
eral agents of the trunk lines have decided to 
recommend to the Executive committee of 
the association a special rate of one fare to 
Chicago and return on special excursion 
trains. These are to be made up of passenger 
coaches only, but they will run as express 
trains, making the trip in about thirty hours. 
Leaving New York in the. morning they will 
get here in the afternoon of the next day. The 
agents recommend that the tickets be good 
for ten days. The time should be made twice 
as long. 

If the Executive committee approves of 
these recommendations, as, it doubtless will, 
then all the people livmg east of Pittsburg 
will be able to come here ahd return for one 
fare, At present only the noads between here 
and the Alleghanies and those running to the 
Southeast, forming the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation, have granted the reduced rate. When 


the trunk lines come down to the one-fare 


basis and put on their special trains then the 
New. Yorkers and the people who are suffering 
in other hot Eastern places can pack their 
trunks and come where refreshing breezes 
blow and where, whatever the heat may be at 
noonday, the nights are always cool and sleep 
is possible, which is not the case in the suffo- 
cating atmosphere of New York. Chicago is 


ready to give a cordial welcome to the World's 


Fair summer resort to all, no matter how 
harshly they may have spoken of the Exposi- 
tion in the past, Even the editor of the Suh 
will be warmly received and given a free pass.

Tun cremation of garbage in this city, of 


which so much was expected last year, is 
making but slow progress, yet there is reason 
to hope it will be a fact accomplished ere 
long. The experimental erematory recently 
éfected on the west side of the river at the 
foot of Maxwell street is claimed to be a suc- 
cess and will be examined officially this week. 
With one retort in operation it is consuming 
twenty tons of material every twenty-four 
hours without smoke or stench, the only visi- 
ble products being ashes and the vapor of 
water, the latter forming what is called white 
smoke. The oils and volatile matters are 
saved and it is said they are commercially 
valuable enough to make the plant néarly 
self-sustaining after the process gets well 
under way. If this claim be substantiated 
there should not be reason or excuse for 


much longer continuing to dump garbage in- 


different places all around the city, to pollute 
the air breathed by residents in the neighbor- 
hood and annoy with foul odors the passers- 
by. It is said the plant now in operation is 
similar in construction to one which has 
given good satisfaction for some time past at 
Posen, Prussig, :

Ir is satisfactory to know that Mayor Harri- 
son favors the extension of the shorter water 
tunnelsto a distance of at least four miles 
into the lake.

The second part of the program consisted of 
selections from Lohengrin, including the Pre- 
lude, most exquisitely played, the Swan song, 
the Prayer, the Bridal Procession, “ Elsa’s Vis- 
ion,” the gréat duet in the third act, the Bridal 
Chortis, and, finally, the march near the close, 
arranged with vocal effect. Concerning this per- 
formance several things might be said, some of 
them complimentary, others not. For example, 
it is not a normal idea to have the choruses of 
“ Lohengrin sung by 800 or 1,000 singers. It 
throws the instrumentation out of balance. This 
was still more noticeable in the Bridal Chorus, 
which certainly was never intended to be sung by 
400 sopranos, as it was on this occasion. The 
tenors went rather flat in the second chorus. 
But, on the other hand, it must have been a great 
experience for these young singers, after reading 
more or less about Lohengrin, and per- 
haps somé .time hearing it indifferently 
given, to come here and themselves 
sing in these tetribly difficult choruses 
to the accompaniment of such a superb orchestra 
as this of the Exposition, and with the company 
of such solo artists as Miss Juch, Mr. Lloyd, and 
Mr. Fischer. Miss Juch has long been known in

The law firm 
of Laylor & Parker has been put in charge of 
the house and will endea vor as soon as possi- 
ble to settle with the creditors.

The members of the firm are 
Henfy, Charles F., and Alexander J. Sheldon 
and F. Theodore Duck witz. President R. M. 
Gallpwuy of the Merchants’ National Bank, 
of which Henry Sheldon is a director, said 
that he had nothing to say about the failure.

At the office of Taylor & Parker it was said 
that Sheldon & Co, had decided to suspend in 
preférence to making any formal assignment. 
One of the lawyers said: 

The firm will have to close up its business, We 
have hot an exact idea oe fet as to the value of 
the aksets, but they will run up to a considerable 
sum. The liabilities will amount to $200,000 at 
least; The cause of the failure was not spdcula- 
tion, for the Sheldons always refrained from 
speciiating. It is all due to the st ncy 
in the money market. Like a good any 
other business hou they felt the need 
of more rea cash than was available. 
The firm will not continue business in all prob. 
ability, but will endeavor to realize on the assets 
sufficiently to pay a reasonable percentage to all 
the creditors. The assets consist of coffee and 
tea in warehouse, money, and accounts outstand- 
ing. The suspension was forced upon the firm. 
The Sheldons are well known and reliable bust 
ness-mon-and wouldn't have given up unless the 
condition of the money market had compelled 
them to do so. 

The firm whose failure is now announced 
was Gtiginally Sheldon, Banks & Co. When 
Sheldon retired he formed the present firm 
with the younger members of the family and 
Mr. Duckwitz. The firm is highly rated in 
the @ommercial agencies and the resources 
are between $200,000 and $300,000. = 

It was reported, and not denied, that the 
failure was brought about by Charles F. Shel- 
don, @ member of the firm, who, out of re- 
vengé—because his father refused him a serge 
sum of money—informed bankers that the 
house was insolvent. Immediate demands 
for settlements were made, the result being 
the suspension of the firm.

VIEWED FROM AN ARTISTIC POINT. 


The Group Composes Well and the Figures 
Show Vividly Violent Action. 

The principal subject of the group is the 
rescue of Mrs. Helm by Black Partridge from 
death at the hands of a young Indian who 
was about to tomahawk her. At the back of 
the group is depicted the death of Von Boor- 
heeb, the post surgeon, who is shown lying 
on his back with an Indian astride his body 
killing him with a spear. Both these subjects 
have given the sculptor an opportunity to 
introduce violent action into the move- 
ment of his figures, and he has 
very wisely chosen to represent them in ar- 
tested action. The young Indian’s arm hold- 
ing a tomahawk is uplifted preparatory to the 
action of striking; Black Partridge has ex- 
téndea his right d to ward of” the blow 
and with his left he has drawn Mrs. Helm 
toward him, the Indian in the rear of the

M. Rohl-Smith was particularly fortu- 
nate in having for models two of the Sioux 
chiefs who were prisoners at Fort Sheridan 
last year. 

In designing a monument commemorating 
an historic’ episode in which there 
are many ‘tragic incidents it be- 
comes necessary for the sculptor to resort 
to bas-reliefs to give anything 
a general idea of what took place, and it is in 
the bas-reliefe on the four sides of the ped- 
estal that the sculptor tells the story of the 
Chicago massacre. On front of the ped- 
estal is shown in exceedingly low relief the 
march from the fort of the band of soldiers, 
the wagon train in which are the women and 
children, and the Indian allies brought to the 
assistance of Capt. Heald by Capt. Wells. On 
one side is shown the warning of danger given 
by Black Partridge, who returns his medal re- 
ceived from the ‘United States Government, 
the on of which was consid. 
ered him as a pledge of friendliness 
to the Whites. He is shown in the act of pre- 
senting the medal to Capts. Heald’ and Wells 
inside Fort Dearborn, while in the back- 

round may be seen the oo for the 
Jérarture of the garrison om an artistic 
standpoint this is the most interesting feature 
of the monument.

Darius Heald, a son of Nathan Heald, 
Captain of thé First Infantry, U. S. A., who 
commanded the forces in Fort Dearborn the 
day of the .massacre, Saturday, Aug. 15, 
1812. Mr. Heald comes from St. Charles 
County, Mo., where he was born and raised

CHICAGO FLY CASTERS AT WORK. 


Wilkinson Defeats Isgrigg in the Long 
Distance Medal Competition. 


The regular weekly meeting of the Chicago Fly

While their 
capacity is 60,000 cubic feet, itis not = 
tical to force them to fulfill such à task as 
there would be danger of their breaking down 
and we would be in a worse situation than we 
are now. The only way to get good water in 
the river is to pump more into the canal.

‘INSPECT ANOTHER GARBAGE CREMATORY 


Aldermen Examine the Best & Hall Device 
How It Works; 

There were a score of sick Aldermen and 
other municipal officials in the city last night. 
‘For two hours they steamed up andidown the 
Chicago River yesterday seeing the sights 
along the stream and breathing the stench. 
The purpose of the trip was to view the work- 
ings of the Best & Hall crematory at the foot 
of Maxwell street on the west bank of the 
river. The party consisted of:

The first stop was made just south of Jack- 
son street, where the proposed bridge of the 
Metropolitan L“ road is to be built, and the 
fast falling abutment of the Van Buren street 
bridge was viewed. 

Then the run was made to Maxwell street, 
where the party disembarked. Here G. S. El. 
linger Jr. and Mr. Hall, one of the inventors 
of the device, did the honors of the establish- 
ment. The crematory is a novelty in the gar- 

e consuming line. The consumption of 
refuse is effected on the principle of suction. 
The garbage is dumped into a rezeiver made 
of brick with a grate bottom. A stream of 
air is drawn through the refuse from the bot- 
tom by means of a fan. The fire is started 
with wood in the ash pit below. When the 
garbage is ignited the chemical products of 
the combustion are drawn off and conducted 
througha tank of water, the combustible 
gases being taken back to feed the fire. It 
was said that the crematory when started 
supplies its own fuel and was this self-sus- 
taining. Mr. Hall said that not more than 
Gne-quarter of a cord of wood was needed to 
start the crematory and that volatile 
gases enough were generated to keep 
it running. crematory is 
said to be odorless, yet a decided 
dor pervaded, the air. resulting from the 
burning of the offal. Mr. Hall said that gar- 
bage containing as high as 90 per cent of 
ashes had been burnt and that the product of 
Gombustion, unless containing too much 
Vitreous matter, could be used aga fertilizer. 
The plant now working has.a capacity of 
twenty tons a day and is regarded as a one- 
fifth plant. A complete plant with a capacity 
of 100 tons a day is estimated to cost $15-, 
G00.
